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I OREWORD 


In revicwing thc past year thc slow progrcss in providing scrviccs to thc 
poorcst of poor in a sustainablc and ongoing manncr is not for lack of 
trying but because ccptain factors inhibit our cffcctivcness and 
cfficicncy. 

Thc critical shortagc of staff incapacitate the Council for without 
appropriatc and compctcnt staff wc arc unablc to dclivcr and a lack of 
managemcnt capacity duc to thcrc only being one fully flcdged bircctor, 
thc balancc of dircctors bcing in acting positions, wc arc struggling to 
movc forward. Ouc to thc numerous managcmcnt changcs staff orc 
dcmoralizcd and very unccrtain of thcir future howcver wc hopc to 
rcctify thc situation in thc vcry near futurc as the ncw organizcd 
structurc has bccn approved by the Council and will bc implcmcntcd from 
1 July 2005. To assist with administration Provincc was approachcd and a 
Municipal Assistance Programmc (M.A.P.) was implementcd and funds havc 
bccn providcd for f inancial support. With thcir guidancc wc rcstructurcd 
and devised a new staff organisational chart rcducing the staff 
complcmcnt whilc providing an improvcd cfficicnt and effcctivc scrvicc. 

A limited ratcs base which needs to be sharcd among a much bigger area 
has rcsulted in restrictcd funding to implcmcnt scrviccs but thc good 
ncws is that with thc implcmentation of thc ncw 2004 Municipal Propcrty 
Ratcs Act which cmpowcrs municipalitics to lcvy ratcs on propcrtics 
within its area of jurisdiction will incrcase our ratcs base and rcsult in a 
much faircr distribution of rating. Thc proccss of drafting a Ratcs Policy 
has bcen initiatcd, 

Onc of thc functions of local governmcnt is thc promotion of hcalth and 
although we havc a limitcd budgct Council institutcd a Wcll-bcing Ccntrc 
dircctcd spccifically towards HIV awarencss. To furthcr cxtcnd its 
mandatc and vision Council works closely with Non-fiovcrnmcntal 
organisations such as Love Lifc, P.P.A.S.A. and thc Provincial Hcalth 
Dcpartmcnt Awarcness Campaign for thc cducation of citizcns rcgarding 
hcalth matters. Council furthcr has madc provision of R 100 000,00 to 
support V.C.T Ccntres and Clinics. 


Funds hove been set oside for the compilotion of the bylows applicoble to 
the new dispensotion Municipol polictes. An oppeol is mode to the 
Chomber of Commerce ond relevont role ployers for Input in the oreos of 
policy/bylow compilotion of rotes ponet, externol oudit ponel. disoster 
monogement plon ond considerotion of Public/Privote Portnerships with 
regord to f ire serviccs, cleonsing deportmcnt with rcfuse ond woste 
collection, upgroding of Centrol Ronk for which R150 000,00 hos been set 
oside. 

Substontiol omounts of money hove been set oside for upgrodes in 
housing. Wembe^i is to benefit to the omount of Rll,2 million, Kwezi 
Hostel opproximotely R6 million to upgrode ond green the oreo. 
Consideroble urbon renewol hos olso been provided for. As consideroble 
funds ore needed for clcctrificotion projccts in Thcmbolihlc ond 
Cornfields ond 500 houses in Wembezi “A" Section the Notionol 
Electricity Regulotor hos been opprooched to ossist due to lock of funding 
locolly. Extcrnol funding wos responsible for the foregoing ond new 
consumcrs orc ploced on thc ‘'prc-poid system". 

Community projccts orc progrcssing. Indigcnt funding for poverty 
ollcviation is ovailablc howcvcr to improvc thc quolity of lifc of thc 
poorest of poor on altcrnotivc source of cnergy being o firc gel is being 
sourced. Projects such os vegetoble gordens, chicken roising, sewing of 
clothes orc dcveloping. The Community Dcvclopmcnt Workcr Progrommc 
is in ploce ond CDW's deployed in Words 1, 2 ond 5, A further 3 words 
hove bccn identif ied for dcploymcnt of further CDWs. 

It is most encouroging to notc thot oil thc obovc is to bc ochieved 
mointoining thc rotcs ond toriff incrcosc ot 6,5% cspeciolly in vicw of thc 
foct thot thc lost incrcosc wos 9%. 

Debt collection ond the indigent policy is to be reconsidered ond policy 
omended ond implemented in conjunction with the Municipol Assistonce 
Progrommc with thc intention of devising o short tcrm ond medium tcrm 
rccovcry plon to cnsurc thc Umtshczi Municipolity rcturns to viobility.

REPORT OF THE DIRECTOR OF ELECTRICAL ENeiNEERINe IS 
STILL OUTSTANDINS. 



Duc to the tronsfer of the Wotcr ond Sanitotion scrviccs and thcir 
staff , this dcpartmcnt was plagued by staffing probicms throughout the 
ycar and no rcplaccmcnt for thc Dircctor's position could bc found, 
dcspitc various attcmpts to advertisc thc position. 

Thc Municipal managcr, was rcsponsible for this dcpartmcnt during the 
last f inanciol ycar. 

Thc Works / Roads Scction has becn involvcd in upgrading and 
maintaining roads throughout thc Municipol arca of jurisdiction and it 
functions wcll. Although no mojor projects wcrc initiatcd this ycar, 
grading of cxisting roads and minor maintcnancc work was pcrformcd. 

With thc cstablishmcnt and complction of thc Colita Housing Projcct, 
thc rcsidcnts necdcd roads to access thcir houses. Although thesc roads 
arc not tarrcd at prcsent, the Works/Roads Scction built tcmporary 
roads and as gravcl (Fill) from Smith's Quarry gavc thc roads a rough 
look, it was found that thc Fill uscd from Wembczi, causcd a much 
smoothcr and ncatcr cffcct, although it is morc cxpcnsivc. Thc roads 
havc not yct bcen complcted. 

Thc wholc arca bchind thc Town Hall { Parking arca ) had to bc rctarrcd 
duc to bad ” crocodilc cracks ” appcaring which causcd thc brcaking up of 
tar. 

Thc stormwatcr drains and sidcwalks projcct in Wembczi arc ncar 
completion. Thc projcct will cost approximatcly R 12 million. 


^OMMUNITV SERVICES 


OJNIC SERVICES 


The Staff situation within the clinics remained the samc as thc previous 
ycar, with thrcc pcrmancnt profcssional nurscs, two tcmporary 
profcssional nurscs and a temporary staff nursc. Thc clinics havc run 
smoothly dcspitc the incrcasc in workload duc largcly as a rcsult of the 
following : 

* PMTCT Programmc ( Prcvcntion of Mothcr to Child Transmission ) 
This programmc is running wcll and thc Councillors arc working diligcntly 
and thoroughly, A high volumc of PMTCT clicnts arc on thc programmc 
which entails monthly visits for monitoring of health and / or thc 
collection of milk and vitamin supplics. Thc testing of babics to dcterminc 
thcir status is carricd out from the agc of six wceks. This proccdurc in 
itself is cxtremcly timc consuming. 

* Thc Roll- Out of Anti - Retrovirals 

Initially thc issuing of iAnti - retrovirals was pcrformcd at the hospital. 
Howcvcr, thc prcliminary work is now undcrtakcn at clinic levcl which has 
furthcr addcd to thc workload without incrcasing thc paticnt statistics 
significantly. 

* Clicnt Profilc 

Many of thc clicnts attcnding thc clinics arc cxtrcmcly ill and rcquirc 
rcfcrral to thc hospital by ambulonce. This activity adds to thc workload 
without incrcasing thc clinic paticnt count. 

* Withdrawal of Family Planning Supplics 

A local Pharmacy who in thc past drcw family planning stock from thc 
clinics to dispcnsc to clicnts, is no longcr pcrmittcd to draw thcsc itcms 
until such timc as their profcssional nursc obtains a dispcnsing liccncc. As 
a rcsult, this has incrcascd the numbcr of family planning clicnts 
attcnding thc clinics. 





The Staff havc attcndcd sevcral courses / in scrvicc training throughout 
thc year, which includcd amongst othcrs : 

Tubcrculosis, Anti - Retrovirals Adhercncc, PMTCT programme, HIV 
Tcsting, Family Planning, Statistics, Matcrnal Hcalth Care, 

IMCI ( Intcrgratcd Managcmcnt of Childhood Illncsses. 

One of thc profcssional nurscs will be completing thc Primary Hcalth Carc 
diploma at thc cnd of Junc 2005, and all of thc profcssional nurscs are 
currcntly studying for their dispensing liccnccs. Both of thcsc courscs 
are a pre - rcquisitc for staff working in a Primary Health Carc 
Institution. 

A visiting psychiatrist, dietician and physiothcrapist from thc hospital 
attcnd scssions at onc f our clinics each wcck. This scrvicc is most 
bcncf icial to patients and the staff arc grateful for thc assistance 
rcndcrcd. 

Thc prcscription rcpcat systcm was introduccs to assist paticnts who 
find it diff icult to attcnd thc hospital on a monthly basis. thesc chronic 
paticnts arc sccn at thc hospital every six months, and mcdication is 
prcscribcd by thc hospital doctor. Thc clinic thcn collccts thc prcscribcd 
mcdication from the hospital. Paticnts arc monitorcd at the clinic whcrc 
thcy rcccivc thc prcscribcd mcdication. Should problcms arisc, thcsc 
paticnts arc rcfcrrcd back to th e hospital doctor f or rc-cvaluation. Thc 
total numbcr of paticnts on this systcm at prescnt is 801. 

Thc second round of thc mcaslcs and Polio Campaign was not as well 
attcndcd as the first round. A clinic Nurse visited all thc crechcs and 
prc schools in town to administer thc immunization, in ordcr to assist 
working mothcrs who would find it difficult to take childrcn to thc clinic. 

A total of 1 347 childrcn wcrc sccn during this campaign. 

Clinic pcrsonncl strivc towards rcducing the paticnts waiting timc in 
queucs, without compromising thc quality of thcir carc. cvcry cffort is 
made to fast queuc thc immunization of babics, and family planning clients 
who oftcn havc to rcturn to work.

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ENVIRONMENTAL HEALTH SERVICES 


Air Pollution : 

Visual monitoring takes placc on a daily basis. The Kwazulu Natal 
Departmcnt of Agriculturc and Environmcntal Affairs informcd thc 
Municipality during thc course of thc ycar, that it had bcen idcntif icd as 
an arca rcquiring a monitoring station for air quality managcmcnt. 

Off icials f rom thc Dcpartment and thc Municipality identificd 
Drakcnsbcrg Sccondary School as a suitablc sitc for thc crection of an 
air pollution monitoring station, and thc schooi agrccd to thc installation 
of this cquipmcnt on thcir prcmiscs. An off icial f rom this dcpartmcnt 
has attcnded various training sessions on thc opcrational procedurcs and 
calibration of the monitoring cquipment and thc station is schcduled for 
installation in July 2005. The training was conducted by thc University of 
thc Wiwatcrsrand. As a rcsult of industrial dcvclopment in KwaZulu Natal 
and thc associatcd emissions of air pollutants, cspccially critcria 
pollutants such as sulphur dioxide, particulatc mattcr and oxidcs of 
nitrogcn, the nccd to cstablish a scicntific mobilc amblcnt monitoring 
systcm has bccomc dcsirablc. Thc cquipmcnt dctermines thc lcvcls, 
cxtcnt and magnitudc of thc pollutants which may advcrscly affcct 
quality of lifc. Thc firccn Rights provision in The Constitution also 
rcgulatcs that cvcry pcrson has q right to live in an cnvironmcnt that is 
frcc from pollution. 

Water Pollution : 

Thc Littlc Bushmans and Bushmans Rivcr, othcr tributaries as wcll as all 
watcr courscs, storm-watcr drains and industrial cff lucnt outlcts, arc 
monitorcd on a bi-daily basis throughout the ycar by thc cnvironmcntal 
hcalth staff . A co-opcrativc rclationship cxists with rcprcscntativcs 
from industrics and any problcms cncountcrcd or cxpcctcd arc notificd 
to thc dcpartmcnt. Significant incidents of pollution arc rcportcd to thc 
Dcpartment of Watcr Affairs and Forcstry. A fcw minor incidcnts of 
non-toxic industrial matcrial occurred and a scwerage linc was damaged 
causing raw scwcragc to flow into thc Little Bushmans Rivcr until rcpairs 
wcrc made. 
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Wflstc MQnogcment: 

The bulk skip containcr wastc removal systcm is working cffcctively, but 
unfortunatcly cannot kcep up with thc dcmand from busincsscs in town 
who wish to changc ovcr to this systcm. Funds havc becn requcstcd in 
the Capital Estimatcs for the ncxt f inancial ycar, to purchasc additional 
skips. Thc skip loader vchiclc - NE 9810, is 19 years old and is undcrgoing 
its sccond engine overhauL This vehiclc is no longcr cost cffcctivc and 
funds havc bccn requcstcd in thc budgct for a rcplaccmcnt vehiclc. 
Tcnder documents for thc acqutsition of a ncw rcfusc compactor werc 
prcparcd, but the proccss had to bc put on hold for financial rcasons. 

The implications arc that this dcpartmcnt may cxpcricncc scrvicc 
delivery problcms with the coming on linc of an additional 2 300 dwclling 
units in both Colita and Wcmbczi. 

Thc cxcavation of ncw rcfusc ccll trenchcs at thc Estcourt Wastc 
Disposal Sitc was complctcd. Thc requircd dcpth of 3 mctrcs could not 
be mct due to thc typc of rock strata cncountcrcd on thc sitc. 
Conscquently, thc excavation firm agrccd to cxtcnd each ccll by a furthcr 
scvcnty metrcs. This work was carried out within the cxpccted budgct 
and usc of thc ncw trenchcs has bcen commcnccd. 

Duc to high rainfall during thc months of Fcbruary and March, thc wastc 
sitc became waterloggcd and thc compactor could not gain acccss to thc 
refusc cclls. This rcsulted in a backlog of work and a heavy duty front 
cnd loader had to bc hircd at a cost of R30 000, to movc thc accumulation 
of rcfusc closcr to the ccll currcntly in usc for wastc disposal. This 
machincry will bc hircd again within the ncw financial ycar to complcte thc 
work. Thc acquisition of a trackcd bulldozcr compactor for thc rcfusc 
disposal sitc would obviatc situations like this and copc much bcttcr with 
pcriods of high ioad and inclement weather. 

A largc quantity of asbcstos roof shccting was disposcd of on vacant 
municipal land in Wcmbczi, by contractors rcsponsiblc for thc rc-roofing 
of houses and has not been rcmovcd in tcrms of thcir contract. This 
programme was carricd out by thc Dcpartmcnt of Provincial and Local 
Sovcrnmcnt and thc Municipality was in no way involvcd. Thc asbcstos is 
considercd to bc rclativcly safe in its prcscnt condition, but has a 
potcntially long-term environmcntal health impact if it is rcuscd or not 
disposcd of in thc correct manner. This shccting will have to be rcmovcd 
and disposcd of at a rcgistcrcd wastc sitc that acccpts toxic/hazardous 
matcrial. The matter is bcing followed up by the Municipality in order to 
reach an acccptable conclusion.

Food Premlscs: 

Inspections of food prcmiscs are conductcd as and when requircd as a 
rcsult of complaints f rom thc public. Routinc hcalth inspcctions are also 
carricd out rcgularly during the ycar. This Department participates in 
thc National Food Sampling Campaign, ensuring that food manufacturing 
standards arc complied with and hygiene is not compromised. 


Cleansing Scrvices : 

In tcrms of thc Hcalth Act, thc onus is placcd on Local Sovernmcnt “to 
maintain its District at all timcs, in a clcan and hygicnic condition". On 
avcrage, 70 kilometres of strcet is bcing swept and clcancd on a daily 
basis. Six tcmporary clcancrs wcre appointcd during thc course of tnc 
year, to clean the ccntral busincss district arca ovcr wcckcnds whcn this 
arca is busicst. This has provcn vcry succcssful and positive fecdback 
from members of public and the press has bccn rcccivcd with rcgards to 
thc clcanlincss of town. Thc trend to a busicr town ccntre sccms to be 
incrcasing cvery ycar with larger numbers of pcoplc from rural arcas 
shopping in Estcourt and the advcnt of weekcnd ond longcr shopping 
hours. Littcr and illcgal dumping remain a problcm in thc CBD and 
rcsidcntial arcas. Thc Bus and Taxi Rank qcncratcs large volumcs of 
refusc and is opcrational for 18 hours a day making cleaninq a major 
problem. Thc mattcr has becn the subject of protractcd discussions with 
the opcrator, Ithala Propcrtics. 


Routinc lcttcrs arc distributcd to houscholdcrs in thc arcas where illegal 
dumping is most prevalcnt, informing them of thc procedurcs to be 
followcd for thc disposal of domcstic wastc and gardcn rcfuse. Regular 
clcan-ups wcrc carricd out at such sites and a front cnd loadcr is hired 
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whcn ncccssary to assist with arcas of concern. Busincsscs and informal 
traders werc also rcquested to co-opcratc by placing rcfusc in the 
prescribed locations. 


Pest Control 


Routine spraying of potcntial mosquito brceding areas took place 
throughout the ycar. Any rcports of rat infcstations receivcd wcrc 
attcndcd to through thc inspection of such prcmiscs and the rclcvant 
control measurcs put in placc. Complaints of f ly prevalcncc or brccding 
arc attcndcd to as part of thc normal routinc. 


A f rcnzied swarm of bccs in the rcsidential area werc responsiblc for the 
dcath of two dogs as wcll as stlnjging scvcral rcsidcnts in tnc arca. 
Following a prcss rcport on this incident, our Pcst Control tcam wcre 
inundatcd with complaints rcgarding swarms of bccs. Whilst cvcry cffort 
is madc to safcly rcmovc thc becs rather than dcstroy thcm, wc scem to 
havc no altcrnative but to cxterminatc thcm duc to a shortagc of bcc 
catchers and thc high incidencc of swarms. 


Staff 


Training offcrcd by thc Kwazulu-Natal Dcpartmcnt of Traditional and 
Local Sovcrnmcnt Affairs and financcd by thc Dcvclopmcnt Bank of 
Southcrn Africa, was attcndcd by off icials from this dcpartmcnt on 
Transport d Vchiclc Control and Wastc Managcmcnt. 


Following thc rcsignation of thc last Environmcntal Health Officcr in this 
Dcpartmcnt at thc cnd of Octobcr 2004, assistancc was sought from the 
Kwazulu-Natal Dcpartmcnt of Environmcntal Hcalth for thc rendering of 
hcalth scrviccs. An Environmcntal Hcalth Officcr was sccondcd to assist 
thc Municipality frcc of chargc by thc Dcpartmcnt. A sccond officcr is 
availablc to assist as and when required. Thc immincnt 
transfcr/devolution of Environmental Health Scrviccs to thc uThukela 
District Municipality has becn the subjcct of ongoing consultation and may 
be finalizcd in thc coming corporatc ycar. 
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PARK5 AND RECREATION 


fieneral 


The goals of the Parks Scction are of ncccssity very broad duc to the 
rangc of facilitics and scrviccs offcrcd and functions pcrformcd. 
Scncrally, thc Parks Scction aims to providc an acsthetically plcasing 
cnvironmcnt, parks and gardcns and to providc adcquatc sport and 
rccrcation facilitics for all within thc Umtshczi Municipal boundary. 
Succcss in this rcgard will contribute to attracting tourism, ncw 
industrics and ncw rcsidcnts to Umtshezi and consegucntly reduce the 
lcvcl of povcrty, crimc and sociaf problcms. Considcring thc small staff 
cmploycd by thc Umtshczi Parks Section comparcd to othcr local 
authorities of comparable size, a fairly high standard of rccrcation 
amcnities, clcanlincss and public opcn spacc is providcd. Existino facilities 
arc usually well maintainca but new sport ficlds and facilitics wili havc to 
bc dcvclopcd in thc futurc to mcct tnc nccds of thc community. Schools 
and sports clubs arc also assisted wherc possiblc with the maintcnoncc of 
thcir propcrtics. t^cspitc rationalisation in many local authoritics that 
havc ccascd to plant f lowers and trccs in public arcas or maintain 
sidcwolks outside privatc propcrtics, Umtshezi Municipality still providcs 
thcsc scrviccs witnin thc constraints of limitcd rcsourccs. Staft training 
is givcn high priority including in-servicc training of machinc opcrators, on 
sitc training courscs for drivcrs and opcrators ond scnding staff on 
traininq courses. Supcrvisors have attcndcd computcr training courscs in 
ordcr fo incrcase thcir effcctiveness and improvc communicafion and 
accountability. 


Acrodrome: 

An inspcction of thc acrodrome was carricd out by thc Dcpartment of 
Civil Aviation, who rcportcd favorably on thc standard of maintcnancc and 
rcncwcd thc Acrodromc Liccncc. It has bccn neccssary to publish a 
Notam to pilots due to stray animals on the runways from thc ncarby 
Mimosadale scttlcmcnt. The fences are rcgularly cut or stolcn. An in- 
loco inspcction was carried out by off icials and tnc Dcputy Mayor in ordcr 
to establish what is rcquired to upgradc thc facilitics. It was agrccd 
that thc ablution facility should bc completed whcn funds arc available 
and that additional tarring of thc 01 runway should bc planncd for a 
futurc olatc. The main impcdimcnt bcing a lack of funding and that a 
subsidy or grant was a possiblc solution. 


Sports Fields: 

Thc main socccr stadium continucs to bc vcry wcll utilizcd despitc the 11 
practice ficlds in various arcas of Wcmbczi. Scncral maintcnancc, cutting 
and marking continucd at all sports fields with fcwproblcms being 
expcricnccd during the ycar, cxccpt that somc facilitics arc overutilizcd 
duc to thc popularity of socccr. A procticc arca was cstablishcd at thc 
stadium on land owncd by thc Dcpartmcnt of Education. Rcnovation work 
was carricd out on thc turf at thc Wcmbezi stadium during thc closed 
season. Thc rccovcry of thc turf has bccn so good that tcams are now 
rcqucsting that a faster less dcnse species of grass bc uscd for 
rcgrassing the field in futurc. A water simply linc was installcd to bring 
woTcr for irrigatlon purposcs to thc “C" SccTion ficld but thc woter 
prcssurc is insuff icicnt. It is hopcd that a new water main for the 
nousing dcvclopment may resolvc this problem. No ncw ficlds wcre built 
due to funding problcms, but extra capacity has becn crcatcd by 
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improvcments and ercction of socccr posts at the Firc Station, Princcss 
Park and thc Kwezi Hostel. Thcsc fic ds arc bcing maintaincd and markcd 
whcn ncccssary. Thc Sport d Cultura Affairs Committcc was cstablished 
and has discusscd plans for thc futurc and various clubs were asked to 
contributc suggcstions and idcas for futurc projccts and dcvclopmcnt. 


Community gardens: 

Assistance was providcd with thc ploughin^ fcrtilizing and cstablishing of 
ncw community food qardens in Wcmbczi. in co-opcration with DORCAS 
Aid, fcncing matcriaTs havc bccn donatcd for 13 community food gardcns 
to kccp animals out. Thcsc gardcns arc bcing cstablishcd in thc various 
scctions on rcqucst f rom rcsidcnts organizations. Thc rcsidcnts, usually 
womcn's groups plant food crops for consumption by thc mcmbers. 

Surplus vegcTablcs arc sold and the procceas are used to buy seeds or 
sccdlings and fcrtilizcr. A fcw small areas have also been prcpared in 
school grounds for educational purposes. 


Ccmctcries : 

A ncw scction was started at thc Wembczi ccmctcry whcn all gravcs in 
thc f irst stagc wcrc used. Thc Estcourt ccmctcry has almost rcachcd 
capacity but more qravc plots have bccn accommodatcd by using spacc 
that was sct asidc for acccss roads and pathways. Final studics wcre 
complctcd into thc suitability of a ncw sitc in Albcrt Strcct Extcnsion 
scveral ycars ago, Thc proposcd sitc was givcn approvol by thc Gcological 
and Environmcntal Consultants, and thc Dcpartmcnt of Environment 
Affairs. Transfcr of onc half of thc land for thc ncw cemctcry in Albcrt 
Strcct cxtcnsion has taken placc, and fina ization of thc balancc of thc 
land should takc placc during the next financial ycar. Lcgal tcchnicalitics 
with thc rcmaining land have now bccn rcsolvcd and it is noped that thc 
purchasc of thc propcrty can now procccd. 


CQrQvan Park : 

Thc Estcourt Caravan Park is wcll known and has becn popular with 
caravancrs and campcrs for many years. It continucs to bc a popular 
stop-over point for visitors cn-routc to or f rom thc coast ana is also uscd 
by contractors doing work for local industrics. Tickct salcs for thc 
financial ycar totallcd R54 380. The caravan park was takcn back undcr 
municipal control f rom thc private opcrator wncn thc lcasc was 
tcrminatcd. Thc facility was in a poor statc of rcpair and it has bccn 
ncccssary to do cxtcnsivc maintcnancc work using Council staff to bring 
thc buildings to an acccptablc standard. Furthcr rcpairs are nccdcd and 
will bc confinucd during thc following financial year. 


ConsolidQtion of Municipal Areo 

Thc amalgamation of surrounding arcas and towns such as Wcmbezi and 
Wccncn with Estcourt has considcrably increascd thc volumc and scope of 
functions and scrviccs expectcd but supcrvisory staff and thc gcneral 
workforcc has not incrcased to accommodatc thcsc arcas proportionatcly. 
The long distanccs betwccn thc ccntrcs also makc supcrvision 
problcmatic. Capital funding rcqucstcd over thc past fcw ycars to rcplacc 
vcry old cquipment has not“bccn approvcd, with thc rcsult that machincs 
and vchiclcs arc oftcn undcrgoirw rcpairs or standing. Old unrcliablc 
cquipmcnt nccds to be replaccd because it is impacting scriously on lcvels 
OT scrvice and is costly to rcpair.

MUSEUM 


Thc Museums continucs to function well and is visitcd by many visitors. A 
largc numbcr of visitors arc from abroad. 


Thc stablcs burnt down during April 2004 and thc Exccutivc Committec 
has decided that applicotion bc made to demolish thc building. Thc cost to 
rc-instatc it is in the region of half million rand. Bccausc of thc building's 
agc, thc Insurancc paid out R 172 000.00. 


Approval for thc dcmolition of the building is bcing awaited. 


FIRE BRISAbE 


Consideration is at present being givcn to have thesc serviccs privatised. 


Ouring the Financial Ycar 2004/2005, the Firc Brigadc rcspondcd to all 
cmerqencics such as grass fires, building f ires, house f ires, vehiclc fires, 
vchiclc accidcnts, vchiclcs cxtrication, hail storms. special dutics such as 
rcmoving trecs, cutting trccs, filling swimming pools, school 
demonstrations, spillagcs, dccanting and rescuing animals. 

Fifty sevcn (57) firc drills wcrc carricd out. Firc prcvcntion inspcctions, 
building plans wcrc undertaken by N3 Firc di Hazmat. 


Thc Umtshczi Fire Scction consists of two (2) full timc Fircmcn, 1 
Station Clcancr and six (6) Rctained Fircman. 


Maintcnace and repairs wcrc donc to all Firc vchiclcs bcing NE 141, 

NE 2997 and NE 6373. Thcsc vchicles are proving to bc troublcsomc as 
they are old and nced to bc rcpaircd on a regular basis. They are not in 
reliablc condition. 


Firc brcaks werc burned during the winter scason in Municipal Boundarics 
to protcct propcrties and prcvcnt fires spreading from Municipal land to 
surrounding Farmers land.

Thcsc financial statcmcnts havc bccn prcparcd so as to conform to 
thc standards laid down by thc Institutc of Municipal Trcasurcrs 
and Accountants in its Codc of Practice (1997) and Rcport on 
Publishcd Annual Financial Statcmcnts (Sccond cdltlon - January 
1996). 

Thc financial statcmcnts arc prcparcd on thc historical cost basis, 
adjustcd for f ixcd asscts as morc fully dctailcd in Accounting 
Poticy, Notc 3. Thc accounting policics arc consistcnt with thosc 
applicd in thc prcvtous ycar, cxccpt if othcrwise indicatcd. 

Thc f inancial statcmcnts arc prcparcd on thc accrual basis: 

Incomc is accrued whcn mcasurablc and availablc for f inancc 
opcrations. Ccrtain direct income is accountcd for whcn rcccivcd, 
such as traff ic f incs and ccrtain liccnccs. 

Expcnditurc is accrucd in thc ycar it is incurrcd. 

Consolldfltion 

Thc financial statemcnts includc thc Ratc and Scncral scrviccs, 
Housing scrviccs, Trading scrviccs and the diffcrcnt funds and 
rcscrves. All intcr dcpartmcntal chargcs arc sct-off against cach 
othcr, with thc cxccption of asscssmcnt ratcs, rcfusc rcmoval, 
scwcrage, clcctricity, watcr and prcmiums chargcd by the insurance 
fund, wnich arc trcatcd as income and cxpenditurc in thc rcspcctivc 
dcpartmcnts. 

Fixcd Asscts 


3.1. Fixcd Asscts arc statcd: 

• at historical cost, or 

• at valuation (bascd on thc markct price at datc of acquisition), 
whcrc asscts havc becn acqutrcd by grant or donation or 
rcposscssion, whilc thcy arc in existcncc and f it for usc. 
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3.2. beprecicitlon 


The balance shown against the heading "Loans Redeemed and Other 
Capital Receipts" in fne notes to the balance sheet is tantamount to a 
provision for depreciation, however, certain structural diffcrences do 
exist. By way of this Provision, assets are written down over their 
estimatcd useful lifc. Apart from advances from thc various internal 
funds, assets may also be acquired through: 


Appropriations from incomc, where thc full cost of the asset forms 
an immediate and direct charge aqainst the operating incomc, and 
thercforc it is unnccessary to maKe any furtner provision for 
depreciation. 


Srant or donation, wherc the amount reprcsentinq the value of such 
grant or donation is immediatcly crcditcd to thc "Loans Rcdcemcd 
and Other Capital Rcccipts" account. 


3.3. All nct proceeds from thc salc of fixcd propcrty are crcditcd to 
the Public Improvement Fund. Nct procceds from the salc of all 
other assets are credited to the Capital bevelopment Fund. 


3.4. Fixed asscts are financed from differcnt sources, includinq 
cxternal loans, opcrating incomc, contributions and internar 
advances. Thcsc loans and advanccs arc rcpaid within thc cstimated 
livcs of thc asscts acquircd from such loans or advances. Intcrcst 
is charqed to thc scrvicc conccrncd at thc ruling intcrcst ratc 
applicablc at thc timc that thc advancc is madc. 


4. Inventory 

Invcntory is valucd at cost, determincd on thc wcightcd avcrage 
bosis. 


5. Funds and Rescrves 


5.1. CQpital bcvelopment Fund 

Thc Local Authoritics Ordinancc No. 25 of 1974, rcquircs a 
minimum contribution of 3,0 percent of Revcnuc incomc of a local 
authority for thc f inancial year. Onc half of all intcrcst carncd by 
this fund remains in thc fund and thc othcr half is crcditcd to thc 
appropriatc rcvenue account. 


5.2. Loan Redemption Fund 

Thc redcmption of Estcourt stock is providcd for by the annual 
contribution, from borrowing occounts calculated on the estimated 
lifespan of ossets acquired, in equal instaimcnts. Intcrnal loans are 
repaid in rclation to thc lifcspan of the assct. Rcdcmption on 
governmcnt loans is paid half ycarly on an annuity basis. 
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5.3. Public Improvement Fund 

Thc Local Authoritics Ordinancc No. 25 of 1974, stipulatcs that 
this fund bc maintaincd in respect of all propcrty bclonging to thc 
Municipality, which is not utilised for a specific purpose relating to 
the provision of scrviccs. Fifty perccnt of all intcrcst earncd by 
this Fund is crcditcd to Ratc and &cncral Scrviccs rcvcnuc account. 


5.4. Reserves 


5.4.1. Vehicle Insurance Reserve 

A rescrvc is maintaincd to providc for minimum paymcnts duc in rcspcct 
of Insurancc claims, and rcplaccmcnt (if ncccssary). 


5.4.2. Repairs and Maintenance Reserve 

This rcscrve is maintaincd to providc for extraordinary cxpcnditure 
rcquired on repairs to Buildings, Plant and Vchicles. 


5.4.3. Estates Rcservc 

A rcscrvc is maintaincd to provide for rcpairs and maintcnancc to Houses 
hcld as asscts of the Ratc and ^cncral Scrviccs. 


5.4.4. Dcdicated Housing Account 

In tcrms of Council Resolution no. 373.8.94 (para. 3) contributions to thc 
Rcntal Loss-and Community Facilitics Rcscrvcs wcrc suspcnded, but a 
Maintenance Reservc is still maintaincd and paid to the Dedicated Housing 
Account. 


6. Employee Benefit Funds 


6 . 1 . 


Joint Municipal Penslon Funds fSuperQnnuation. Retirement Fund 
and Provident FundTT 


Thc Umtshczi Municipality and its cmployccs contributc to thc 
KwaZulu -Natal Joint Municipal Pcnsion Fund and its councillors to 
thc Municipal Council ors Pcnsion Fund which provides rctircmcnt 
bcncfits to such cmp oyees and councillors. 

Thc Retircmcnt Bcnefit Plan is subject to thc Pensions Funds Act, 
1956, with pcnsions being calculated on thc final pensionablc 
remuncration paid. 


Currcnt contributions arc chargcd against opcrating income on the 
basis of currcnt scrvice costs. Unfavourablc cxpcricnce 
adjustmcnts and thc cost of securing incrcased bcncfits arc 
written off ovcr the lesscr of thc rcmainin^ period of servicc of 
cmployccs, or f ive ycars. Favourablc cxpcrtcncc adjustmcnts arc 
rctaincd in thc Retircment Bencfit Plan. 


Full actuarial valuations arc performcd at least cvcry thrce years. 
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6.2. The Umtshczi Municipality and its employees contribute to the 
Natalmed and Prosana Medical Aids, which provide medical aid 
bcncfits to employccs. 

Thc mcdicai aids are subjcct to the Local Authoritics Ordinancc 
(Natal) No 25 of 1974. Currenf contributions arc chargcd against 
opcrating incomc on thc bosis of currcnt scrvice costs. 

7. Surpluscs and bcficits 

Any surplus of dcf icit arising from thc opcration of thc various 
scrviccs arc rctained in thosc scrviccs for thcir own usc. A 
contribution in rclicf of Ratcs is effcctcd f rom Elcctricity Scrvicc 
to Ratc and Scncral Scrvicc. Any surplus or dcf icit on thc Housing 
Scrvicc is accountcd for against Sovernmcnt Subsidy on thc various 
schcmcs. 


8. Trcatment of administrQtion and other ovcrhcQd cxpcnscs 


Thc costs of intcrnal support serviccs arc transfcrred to thc 
different scrviccs in accordance with the estimatcd timc spent and 
cost of facilities used. 


9. LcQScd Assets 


Lcascs arc treatcd as opcrating lcascs and thc relcvant rcntals arc 
chargcd to thc opcrating account in a systematic manncr rclatcd to 
thc pcriod of usc of thc asscts conccrncd. 


10. Invcstmcnts 


Invcstmcnts arc shown at the lowcr of cost or markct related valuc 
if a pcrmancnt declinc in the valuc occurrcd and are invcsted as per 
thc Local Authorities Ordinancc No. 25 of 1974.
